THE NEWS 

The Eastern intelligence received yester- I 
day by the Eliza Anderson is ten iluya later 
than previous advices. From Grant and 
Sherman the news, is by no mcana startling ; 
but from that ground ol Federal retreats, thai 
" Valley of Humiliation," a? the Xorthcru 
papers term it— the Shenandoah — we have the 
description of a battles that almo^. brings us 
back to the terrible eoufl'C.s ol the Wilder- 
Deis. Whilo Grant and Lee have beon con- 
fronting ouoh otlior in the vicinity of Rich- 
mond, they have had no le.-s an eye to tint 
importance of iho Shenandoah, and each 
ooiiimaiide r has reduced his army in much 
as lie conveniently could, 10 roinforea his 
troops in that quarter, Hetore the recent 
light, the two armies combined could not have 
had a force much short of ninety thou- 
sand men. It is moro than probable, however, 
that tl'.o prepondcianca in numbers was on 
tbe side of the North, for Sheridan had been 
almost continually receiving reinforcements 
during the last six weeks. When he hurled 
his forces therefore auuinst the Southern com 
mauder, Early, on the Huh, near Winchester 
lie overwhelmed his opponent a« much by su- 
periority of numbers as by hard lighting. 
The Confederates, nft«r an ibstinate resist- 
ance, gave way ; and according to the des- 
patches, lied in the utmost disorder. Sheri- 
dan followed up the pursuit with great vigor, 
and throa thonsund six hundred prisoners 
were taken with seventeen pieces ol artillery. 
The latest despatches leave Sheridan, alter 
having defeated the Confederates two days 
subsequently at Slrasbttrg, at which place 
they made their last determined stand, still in 
pursuit at Woodstock, fifteen miles farther 
down tho valley. The news of this victury 
has created almost as great rejoicing in the 
North as did the announcement of ihe cap- 
turo of Atlanta; not on the grounds of its 
importance in a military light to (Iran!, al- 
though Early's dofeat will tend to great re- 
sults in the Richmond operations, but because 
it has been the firs t, grent victory achieved 
by the Northern arms, in the Shenandoah. 
The effect of Sheridan's succos- is thus briefly 
re»iewad in the New York rimes : — " Tbe 
circumstances of tho enemy's defeat leave 
Karly's army in a oondition little Bhott of 
absolute demoralization. Taken in connection 
with Grant's position before Richmond, it 
will go far to decide tho tale of Fee's array 
and Richmond Lynchburg is now the only 
point in railroad commumcat'on with Rich- 
mond, and has compelled Fee to keep a large 
f'crce in the valley, notwithstanding the 
terrible straits he ha? been put io for the 
lack of troops to uieet Ihe movement ol 
Grant's fatal menace, which tho presence of 
Sheridan's army in the valley constantly held 
forth. He has boon lorend to submit to them 
at the peril of the loss of Lynchburg. The 
army covering that point, hag, by Sheridan s 
splendid success, been disrupted and de- 
moralized. We may look for tho execution 
of that movement in tho valley which has 
alwaya been a part of Grant's programme f r 
the can'.uro of Richmond " 

The rumored capture ol Mobile, like nil 
the reports received from deserters, lurns out 
lo bo untrue. The Federal fleet is jrradtiolly 
nearing the city — threu of tho gunbs ate ; one 
of them a double-turroted Mnnitori, having 
avoided tbe obstructions in the channel are 
now ready to shell the place with eleven arid 
fifteen inch shell.-- Sherman h still at At- 
lanta, carrying out a system of military re- 
gulations, that will enable btm lo ri lain, with 
the clutch of a vice every inch of u round lie 
oonqners in Georgia. A len daj s armistice 
has been nrranged between lha twi com- 
manders, to enable Sherman to get rid of too 
white population of Atlanta — sending those 
who lake Iho oath ol allegiance north, nod 
those who refuse south. Gen. llo.nl is very 
indignant at this mode of " takn posses- 
sion," and wiiter. a remonstrance t i Sherman, 
who llings back ine charges of harbar.ty 
made by the southern commander an I after 
showing that tbe same line ol con uot had 
been practised by Hartloo, al douesbuio and 
Johnson, at Jackson, Mississippi, maintains 
that H is an act of charily li tin people ol 
Atlanta to remove them Itotn such seniles as 
they have been lately witnessing. Fr in ih •• 
Richmond papers, it would appear 'hat Sher- 
man has been negotiating with the Governor 
ol Georgia in reference to peaci — oi in othei 
words, lo obtain full possession ol Georgia 
without any more bloodshed ' If she wishes 
to treat for peace on liai own lerrns as a 
sovereign stale, ' says the Richmond En- 
quirer, speaking of Georgia, " siie v r- 
tually withdraws from the Confederacy and 
leaves her sister Slates, after having got 
them into n scrape.'' Ibis is significant 
language- significant io its mildness -lor a 
Richmond journal. It bIiows that ihe ram- 
pant leeling is gradually dying oui, and that 
tho people are beginning In ihiral foi scet.es 
of peaceful industry nee more, when ihe 
falliur shall nut be torn Ironi his children the 
husband from his wife, or the son Irom Ins 
parents, to lay his bleeding body on some 
distant battle-field. There has been mourn- 
ing enough in the streets of Ilichmi ml and ni 
the dreary home* nf those farther west, mil. 
when we seo amid the smoke and turmoil ol 
battle, tho olive branch lie] I oil t by th >se 
upon whose standard porches lim eagle o> vic- 
tory, wo have hopes that the madness of ihe 
past will be ro noon ceil, and thai peao on 
endurable and anti-slavery terms ll 
terms to which the North can consei 
be accepted by the Southern poopli 
resignation of Fremont, by making Lincoln's 
election soctiro beyond all doubt, will do more 
lo bring the South to reasun than even li oso 
viclories which have recently given the North 
ao important a foothold in ihe centre of the 
Confederacy ; for it will show h w utterly 
hopeless it is to depend on any relaxation ol 
iho war measures on iho part of lha North .
